— We  noticed  in  the  public  papers 
some  time  ago,  an  account  of  this  new' sect  of  fanatics, 
but  not  supposing  that  their  delusion  could  extend 
beyond  a  few'  individuals,  or  be  more  than  ephemeral 
in  its  duration,  w'e  w'ere  unwilling  to  draw  to  it  the 
attention  of  our  readers.  Our  paper  is  designed  to 
record  information  respecting  the  church  of  Christ, 
and  we  are  reluctant  to  turn  aside  from  our  pUin  and 
pleasant  path,  into  the  interminable  labyrinths  of 
fanaticism.  This  sect  has  however  become  sufficiently 
notorious  to  rank  among  the“  many  inventions”  sought 
out  by  men,  as  substitutes  for  the  religion  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  and  thus  perhaps  has  some  claim  upon  our  at¬ 
tention. 

It  appears  that  the  leader  of  the  sect  founds  his  pre¬ 
tensions  upon  the  pretended  discovery  of  a  ** golden 
fjible,**  containing  a  new  revelation.  He  professes 
also  to  have  frequent  revelations  from  heaven,  obtain¬ 
ed  by  touching  a  certain  stone  in  his  possession.  His 
followers  have  fixed  themselves  in  Ohio,  and  it  is 
stated  that  many  persons  are  migrating  thither  to  in¬ 
crease  their  numbers.  The  Painsville  (Ohio)  Tele¬ 
graph  contains  a  melancholy  account  of  the  death  of 
a  young  man,  named  Warner  Doty,  in  consequence 
of  the  confidence  reposed  by  him  in  their  opinions. 
He  was  commissioned  to  preach,  and  assured  that  he 
should  live  a  thousand  years.  “So  fully  did  he  believe 
in  the  divinity  of  Smith,”  (it  is  stated,)  that  he  enter¬ 
tained  perfect  confidence  in  this  assurance.  He  was 
taken  dangerously  ill,  and  expecting  to  be  supernatu- 
rally  healed,  refused  to  employ  a  physician.  The  issue 
was  that  the  young  man  died,  acknowledging  that  he 
had  made  “a  w'onderful  mistake.”  Further  informa¬ 
tion  will  be  found  respecting  these  delusions  among 
t  he  ailicles  of  intelligence. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Naval  and  Military  Bible

and  W'e  cannot  suffer  the  opportunity  to  pass  without 
speaking  a  word  in  their  favour.  They  have  become 
exceedingly  popular,  have  obtained  an  extensive  cir¬ 
culation,  and  are  calculated,  we  think,  to  do  good, 
by  illustrating  the  design  and  tendency  of  our  ser¬ 
vices  and  rendering  them  the  means  of  promoting 
spirituality  in  religion.

We  have  noticed,  however,  one 
or  tw’o  defects  In  these  tracts  which  we  could  wish  to 
see  corrected.  It  appears  to  us,  that  in  the  M’Ellen 
Family,  the  Bible  does  not  hold  the  prominent  place 
which  it  should  have  in  every  narrative  of  Christian 
experience,  and  which  it  really  has  in  the  other  tracts. 
It  is  true,  that  the  object  of  the  tract  is  to  illustrate 
the  Prayer-book,  not  the  Bible;  but  it  is  upon  the  lat¬ 
ter  that  the  faith  and  worship  of  the  Prayer-book  rest, 
and  we  should  never  exhibit  the  superstructure,  with¬ 
out  pointing  to  the  foundation.  We  must  guard 
against  even  the  appearance  (and  we  are  sure  no  one 
would  deprecate  it  more  than  the  respected  author,) 
of  offering  the  Prayer-book  as  a  substitute  for  the  Bi¬ 
ble.  We  do  not  think  that  too  much  ia  said  of  the 
former,  only,  that  enough  is  not  said  of  the  latter. 

Another  point  which  we  feel  it  our  duty  to  except 
from  the  general  commendation,  occurs  in  “  The  Bap¬ 
tism.”

Ijondon  Anniversaries. — We  have  just  received  our 
London  papers  (to  the  12th  of  May,)  and  find  them 
occupied  with  the  speeches  delivered  at  the  anniver¬ 
saries  of  the  Bible  Society,  Church  Missionary  Society, 
?ic.  We  have  only  space  left  for  a  brief  notice  of  one 
or  two  of  the  most  important. 

We  notice  with  melancholy  feelings  that  the  Anni¬ 
versary  of  the  B.  and  F.  Bible  Society  was  not  cha¬ 
racterized  by  that  harmony,  which  had  prevailed  at  its 
meetings  through  twenty-six  successive  years.  Great 
confusion  and  even  tumult  was  produced  by  an  attempt 
to  discuss  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  constitu¬ 
tion,  which  wc  subjoin  below.  They  were  rejected 
by  a  large  majority.  We  are  happy,  however,  to  learn 
from  a  note  addressed  to  the  editor  of  the  Record,  by 
the  Rev.  Baptist  W.  Noel,  that  “  although  the  meet¬ 
ing  w  as  noisy  and  vehement,  it  w  as,  he  thinks,  gene¬ 
rally  good  tempered;  nor  does  he  believe  that  except 
in  the  bosoms  of  a  few  splenetic  persons  on  both  sides, 
any  feiehngs  now  remain  among  the  vast  numbers 
which  composed  it,  than  those  of  mutual  good  will.” 

The  following  are  the  amendments  proposed  by 
.1.  E.  Gordon,  Esq.  which  the  mover  attempted,  but 
unsuccessfully,  to  discuss.

‘‘  That  in  conformity  with  this  principle,  the  ex¬ 
pression,  “denominations  of  Christians,”  in  the  9th 
general  law  of  the  Society,  be  distinctly  understood 
to  include  such  denominations  of  Christians  only  as 
profess  their  belief  in  the  doctrine  of  the  Holy  Trinity.” 

II.  ‘‘That  the  words  of  the  ninth  law,  and  of  the 
others  which  prescribe  the  terms  of  admission  to  the 
agency  of  the  Society,  be  not  taken  to  extend  to  those 
who  deny  the  Divinity  and  atonement  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.” 

An  unsuccessful  attempt  was  also  made  by  Henry 
Drummond,  Esq.  to  introduce  a  resolution  respecting 
the  propriety  of  opening  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
tvith  prayer. 


mains  standing ;  all  the  rest  arc  entirely  consumed 
Three  churches,  the  academy,  the  two  banks,  the  two 
splendid  hotels,  the  old  state  house,  the  printing  offi¬ 
ces,  and  as  nearly  as  can  be  estimated  one  hundred  and 
five  stores  independently  of  warehouses,  dwelling 
houses,  and  out  houses  of  various  descriptions,  and 
mills  occupying  an  area  of  about  half  a  square  mile, 
are  completely  burnt  up.  The  fire  took  placsyesterda)', 
soon  after  the  several  congp'egations  w’ere  dismissed 
from  worship  about  15  minutes  before  1  o’clock,  and 
springing  from  roof  to  roof  it  spread  with  such  ama¬ 
zing  rapidity,  that  in  one  hour  and  a  half  the  column 
of  smoke  and  flame  seemed  to  rise  from  the  whole 
town  at  once.  I  have  often  witnessed  conflagrations 
in  our  cities,  but  never  before  did  I  behold  an  univer¬ 
sal  annihilation.  Except  the  scattering  houses  in  the 
streets  off  from  our  village,  the  dwelling  houses  are 
all  destroyed.  The  goods  which  were  thrown  into 
the  streets,  or  conveyed,  as  it  was  supposed,  at  a  safe 
distance  from  the  flames,  except  the  few  that  were 
saved  by  repeated  removals,  were  all  consumed. 
Every  inflammable  substance  over  the  whole  extent  of 
the  field  of  wind  Is  reduced  to  ashes.  Merciful  Hea¬ 
ven!  to  what  reduction  hast  thou  brought  us,  was  the 
involuntary  expression  of  every  heart. 

krom  the  commencement  of  the  conflagration  every 
thing  that  was  possible  was  done  to  arrest  the  flames. 
The  light  wood  pine  buildings  which  were  interspers¬ 
ed  with  the  others,  and  the  wooden  ware  houses, 
were  but  tinder.  The  engines  played  for  a  few  min¬ 
utes,  and  were  then  deserted  and  consumed.  Powder 
seemed  our  only  hope,  and  now  on  every  side  was 
heard  the  thunder  and  shock  of  buildings  which  were 
blown  to  pieces.  This,  which  was  finally  the  instru¬ 
ment  of  arresting  the  fire  in  several  directions,  would 
have  sooner  been  attended  with  success  had  there 
been  force  sufficient  to  liave  dragged  away  the  shat¬ 
tered  timbers,  but  so  exhausted  had  all  become,  and

He  pretends  that  he  goes  to  the  Lonl  oc 
casionally  for  advice,  and  they  think,  yea  they  know 
they  have  all  their  orders  from  head  quarters,  even 
from  the  Lord  Almighty,  through  the  mouth  of  his 
prophet.  Jo  pretends  to  cast  out  devils,  to  give  the 
Iloly  Ghost  by  laying  on  of  hands,  to  heal  the  sick,  &c. 
He  has  10  years’  translating  to  do ;  he  looks  in  a  small 
stone  he  has,  and  there  reads  the  will  of  the  Ixird  and 
writes  it  for  the  gixxl  of  his  fellow  men ;  he  can  read 
a  person’s  heart  by  looking  in  his  face.  Some  lie  in 
trances  a  day  or  two  and  visit  the  unknown  regions  in 
the  mean  time;  some  are  taken  with  a  fit  of  terrible 
shaking  which  they  say  is  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

I  attended  one  of  their  meetings  about  two  weeks 
ago;  a  woman  was  taken  shaking  who  was  not  a  Mor- 
inonite  and  she  has  shook  the  greater  part  of  the  time 
since  ;  she  is  not  inclined  to  join  them  yet — says  she 
feels  not  different  in  her  mind  from  what  she  did  be¬ 
fore.  Would  you  believe  me  if  I  should  tell  you  that 
many  Methodists,  and  Methodist  ministers,  and  some 
Baptists  and  Presbyterians  have  joined  them  ? — Such 
is  the  fact,  yes  sir,  they  have  been  down  through  the 
ice  in  the  mill  pond  and  their  sins  are  all  washed  away, 
and  they  are  clothed  witli  self  righteousness  os  with  a 
garment.  One  half  has  not  been  told,  but  I  must  close.

I  send  you  a  brief  account  of  the  late  interesting 
eiglit  days  meeting  in  this  place.  It  is  however  pro¬ 
per,  in  order  tliat  your  readers  m:iy  have  a  correct 
view  of  the  subject,  to  state  tliat  there  has  been  a 
revival  in  progress  here  since  the  latter  part  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  though  on  account  of  some  counteracting  causes, 
been  so  pow  erful  as  is  sometimes  the  case.

still  continues.  Every  week  has  added  to  the  number  of 
converts.  On  the  third  Sabbath  of  May,  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord’s  Supper  was  adminisiereil,  w  hen  79  per¬ 
sons  w  ho  huil,  at  different  limes  previous,  been  admit¬ 
ted  intocomiiuinion,  on  personal  examination  as  to  their 
change  of  heart  by  the  Session,  united  for  the  firat 
time  with  llie  Church  in  commemorating  the  dyit'g 
love  of  Jesus  Clirist.  'I'hc  officers  of  the  church  met 
from  week  to  week  to  converse  with  applicants,  re¬ 
cognizing  every  one  on  w  horn  the  blessed  Saviour  con¬ 
ferred  his  Spirit,  and  made  willing  to  repent  and  be¬ 
lieve,  and  renounce  the  world,  as  members  of  his. 
church,  and  extending  to  them  promptly  the  privile¬ 
ges  and  benefits  of  cluircli  fellowship.  Those  who 
had  never  been  baptised,  received  at  different  limes 
initi:itory  seal  of  the  covenant,  and  were  publicly  ad¬ 
mitted  into  visible  fellowship. — The  converts  generally 
felt  themselves  to  be  members  of  the  church,  and 
ready  to  discharge  the  duties  of  members,  before 
they  actually  partook  of  the  Lord’s  Supper.  Previ¬ 
ously  to  their  discharge  of  that  interesting  and  solemn 
duty,  they  publicly  covenanted,  with  God  and  his 
church,  to  be  his  followers,  and  to  lead  a  holy  life,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  form  in  use  in  that  church.  It  was  a 
solemn  and  affecting  sight  to  see  one  and  another 
rising  in  different  parts  of  the  house  in  answer  to  their 
names,  and  unitedly  avouching  the  Lord  to  be  their 
God.  Among  them  might  be  seen  the  youth  of  twelve 
— and  the  niaii  of  60.  t)f  the  whole  number  48  were 
males,  the  rest  females  ;  and  67  under  25  years  of  age. 
The  number  of  communicants,  which  is  upwards'of  600p 
was  increased  by  many  from  neighbouring  cluirches, 
who  had  by  invitation,  visited  the  place  to  unite  in  a 
vowr  of  Christian  fellow  ship.  On  the  evening  of  the 
Sabbath,  between  25  and  30  persons  came  forward,  toi 
desire  the  prayers  of  God’s  people,  and  there  have 
been  from  50  to  70,  that  have  attended  the  anxious 
meeting  since. — There  are  some  indications  of  the 
work  spreading  in  the  adjacent  county.  The  church 
at  Silvers’  Spring  are  enjoying  a  refreshing  season,  the 
result  of  a  four  days  meeting  held  there  about  the 
beginning  of  May,  and  as  many  as  100  persons  were 
found  to  be  anxiously  inquiring  the  way  of  salvation.

All  the 
students  except  two  or  three  belong  to  a  Temperance 
Society,  and  several  are  pious.  The  College  is  slowly 
but  surely  rising.  I  will  venture  to  assert  that  there 
is  not  a  single  College  in  the  United  States  where 
the  students  conduct  better  than  they  do  at  Dickinson 
College.  There  is  no  trouble  in  the  government  of 
them — no  disorder — no  insubordination.  There  is 
great  regularity  of  conduct,  and  close  application  to 
study.  A  youth  can  be  sent  to  the  college  as  a  safe 
place  for  his  morals;  and  as  to  the  course  of  study,  on 
comparison,  it  is  quite  equal  to  that  at  Yale  College.”

— A  letter  from  Athens,  dated  may  20, 
published  in  the  Philadelphian,  states,  that  there  is 
a  powerful  revival  in  that  place.  The  writer  says, 

‘‘  Truly  it  has  been  a  Penticostal  season  with  us  for 
these  eight  days  past;  such  a  time  of  the  mighty 
power  and  grace  of  God  as  Athens  never  before  ex¬ 
perienced.  Ten  days  ago  sinners  in  Athens  were 
as  thoughtless  and  apparently  hardened  in  sin  as  they 
ever  were;  now  there  arc  hardly  ten  persons  in  the 
place  who  do  not  appe:ir  serious  and  solemn.  More 
than  100  are  under  convictions  of  sin;  and  I  believe 
1  may  say  40  are  rejoicing  in  hope.  The  work  has 
not  abated  in  the  least.  Not  a  day  passes  but  some 
appear  to  be  cut  down  by  the  sword  of  the  Spirit: 
others  are  brought  to  rejoice  in  hope  of  the  pardon 
of  their  sins.  Oh!  that  you  could  be  here:  your  heart 
would  rejoice  with  joy  unspeakable,  and  full  of  glory.” 

In  the  University  of  North  Carolina. — The  follow’ing 
is  a  recent  letter  from  the  Rev.  1).  L.  Russell  ,  to  the 
editor  of  the  Southern  Religious  Telegraph: 

The  Lord  is  working  gloriously  at  this  place.  In 
little  more  than  one  week,  about  twenty  conversions 
have  taken  place  among  the  students.  This  is  the 
first  revival  since  the  institution  was  founded — its 
commencement  is  powerful.  A  good  many  more  seem 
to  be  under  deep  impressions,  the  work  is  still  and 
solemn.  I  will  just  add  that  some  idea  of  the  deep 
interest  felt  in  a  short  time,  may  be  formed  from  tlie 
fact,  that,  the  next  morning  after  1  preached  the  first 
time  eight  students  called  on  me  to  inquire  what  they 
must  do  to  be  saved ^  From  that  time  (Wednesday 
morning)  till  Saturday,  the  number  of  inquirers 
increased  to,  say  20.  It  was  understood  that  was  to 
leave  here  on  Saturday  morning,  to  attend  an  inquiry 
meeting  in  Raleigh,  at  night,  where  there  is  also  an 
interesting  state  of  things,  but  before  I  had  left  my 
room  in  the  morning,  a  number  called  to  talk  about 
the  things  of  eternity,  and  during  the  w  hole  day  I  was 
almost  incessantly  engaged  in  talking  and  praying 
with  inquirers.  Such  was  the  state  oi  tilings,  that  1 
felt  constrained  to  give  up  the  idea  of  going  to  Raleigh 
that  day.  Almost  every  hour  in  the  day,  students  are 
calling;  from  35  to  40  liavq  in  this  way  visited  me, 
most  of  whom  seem  to  be  pretty  deeply  impressed; 
and  it  is  believed  there  are  few  in  college,  who  are 
not  partially  interested.  May  the  Lord  enable  his 
people  to  pray  in  the  spirit  for  the  conversion  of  manj 
more  sinners  at  Chapel  Hill. 

In  New  Haven  and  Visinity.— The  revival  in  this 
city  is  not  pnigressing  we  believe,  as  powerful  as  it 
has  been.  There  has  been  a  recess  in  College  for  the 
last  four  weeks,  and  all  our  active  ministers  but  one, 
have  been  more  or  less  absent  for  some  time  past. 
Yet  the  Holy  Spirit  we  trust  is  not  wholly  withdrawn 
The  morning  prayer  meetings  are  kept  up  in  the  dif¬ 
ferent  places,  with  considerable  interest,  and  some  few 
appear  to  manifest  the  holy  resolution  that  strength¬ 
ened  Jacob,  when  he  wrestled  writh  the  an^l  of  the 
Covenant.  A  goodly  number  attend  the  anxious  meet 
ings,  and  some  of  our  young  converts  are  coming  up 
to  the  help  of  the  Lonl.  About  200  are  propounded 
for  admission  to  the  Congregational  Churches  on  the 
approaching  Sabbath.  Our  ministers  have  all  returned 
to  their  labours.  The  college  has  convened  again  tlie 
present  week;  and  we  hope  the  Lonl  will  fevive  us 
again,  and  pour  us  out  a  blessing  till  there  shall  not 
be  room  to  receive  it,  or  sinners  to  be  converted.

The  Secretary  of  oiir  City  Temperance  Society  has 
received  a  letter  from  Mr.  W.  Wardhiw,  of  Glasgow^ 
Secretary  of  the  (jiasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  'I’ein- 
perance  Society,  dated  Feb.  1,  1831. 

“1  rejoice  to  say  that  the  good  cause  is  prospering 
there  in  a  most  wo  ml  erful  manner.  Fifteen  months  only 
have  elapsed,  since  the  first  eight  or  nine  signatures, 
were  attached  to  the  con.stitiition  of  a  Temperance  So¬ 
ciety  in  Scotland,  and  we  have  at  this  day  30,000  mem¬ 
bers  in  Scotland  alone.*  Our  population  docs  not  ex¬ 
ceed  2  1-2  mlllon,  w  hich,  supposing  tluit  of  the  state* 
to  be  13,000,000,  would  pe  equal  to  156,000  members 
with  you. 

There  is  a  measure  of  zeal  and  of  enthusiasm  in  the 
cause,  which  is  most  delightful  to  witness.  The  re¬ 
formation  has  not  begun  in  the  higher  classes,  but  is 
upwards  from  the  lower  to  the  superior  grades  in  so¬ 
ciety.  An  astonishing  revolution  has  taken  place  in 
public  sentiment,  witli  regard  to  these  institutions. 
Within  a  few  months,  they  w  ere  regarded  as  the  vision¬ 
ary  rcverie.s  of  a  few  weak  minded  enthusiasts  ;  hut 
now  their  blessed  results,  if  1  may  so  .speak,  ‘are  seeu 
and  read  of  all  men.’  The  effects  are  too  visible, too 
notorious  to  be  disputcil,  and  consequently  many  of 
the  timid  and  wavering  are  now  joinimg  our  stan¬ 
dard.”
